We believe that good reading habits 
are developed in the school and in the 
home, yet at this time good books are 
not readily available within Central 
Saanich. As, one parent expressed it re- 
cently, “My child has read everything 
she and I can lay our hands on and I 
cannot afford to buy more books. If IT 
do not find a source of good reading ma- 


terial for her, she will be reading the 
comics.” 

At a minimum of cost to the tax- 
payer, the Victoria Public Library is 
prepared to fill this need for good read- 
ing material. The students could borrow 
the books at the library and the service 
would extend the school reference 
shelf. With this library service, and with 
parental” and teacher guidance the 
foundation of good reading habits would 
be more readily assured. Much would

A qualified librarian gives help 
and advice book selection, specific 
books are reserved books on certain 
subjects requested, It is a very busy and 
friendly It was stated that as 
many 500 books are sometimes bor- 
rowed in a four-hour period, while as 
as 60 children may pass through 

in one hour at a school 
is possible for this many 
the facilities in the same 
this is not usual. This service has 
been established in three regions 
British Columbia, one in the Okan- 
agan the Fraser Valley, and the 
third Vancouver Island with head- 
quarters at Nanaimo. The bookmobile 
really brings books to the people at a 
reasonable 

The advantage of the bookmobile to 
people who, through age or infirmity, 
of the restrictions of a fixed retirement 
income cannot use the library service in 
town readily be recognized. Library 
statistics show that this age group avails 
itself of the service to the fullest extent 
The advantage to mothers with small 
children is equally obvious 

May we therefore urge you, the 
voters of Centra] Saanich, to consider 
most carefully the importace of this ref- 
erendum. An affirmative vote for library 
services, including the bookmobile, will 
add materially to the educational, recre- 
ational, and cultural advantages of our

She was laid off 
from her job because she said she saw white 
angels. We sent her ‘to several doctors but she 
is still the same. She will be my responsibility 
after my mother dies. Can you suggest some-

(A. Your sister is ill, not physically but mentally. You did 
the right thing when you sent her to doctors but, unless you told 


|them what your sister says or does, they may not have discovered 


anything wrong with her. 
accompany mental illness. 

Tell the doctor you have the greatest confidence in details of 
your sister’s behavior. With this information, he will then be in a 
position to diagnose her case and know what to do with her. 

If he suggests sending her to a mental hospital for treatment 
don't oppose his suggestion. There she would get treatment that 
might cure her completely. It would, certainly, improve things 
for you at home and it would probably make her so much better 
that she could come home after a time. 

The longer you delay, the worse she is likely to become. Then 
it may be too late to effect a cure. Take action at once 

It is not uncommon for women, when they are near. middle 
age and reaching menopause, to have temporary upsets.

Learn to Store 


Your Fruits 


‘And Vegetables for Winter 


| When storing vegetables, a 
}home with a cool cellar is a defin- 
ite advantage, for the best stor- 
jage place is cool, dark and airy.) 
|It should not be too damp, for 
jhumid air often causes moulding 
jand soft rot, while a place that is 
overly-dry may cause shrivelling 
jand the products will not stay 
\firm. The storage place should 
be well insulated from the frost 
joutside and from the heat of the 
furnace inside, and, very import- 
ant, there should be a good circu- 
lation of air. 

Potatoes, if properly stored, 
jshould keep six to eight months. 
The late varieties that are well- 
imatured keep better than ‘early 


ditions. Unlike most vegetables, 
squash requires a warm, dry 
room, with good air circulation. 
Apples should be kept in a cool 
dry place with little variation of 
temperature, It is said that every 
day an apple is held at room tem- 
perature its storage life is de- 
creased by more than a week.

MARKING TIME 


Not only is the government not 
trying to bring things to a head, 
the regime is constantly appeal- 
ing to private enterprise to help 
the country's economy.

INFECTION OFTEN IS CAUSE 

Neuritis is present in shingles, 
or herpes zoster. In this disease 
the cause of the trouble is a virus. 
Severe anemia can produce neu 
ritis. Many chemical agents such 
as arsenic, and many of the sub- 
stances used in industry may 
produce neuritis. Infections. of 
almost any kind are frequent 
sources of difficulty. 

Successful treatment is almost 
always a problem. Sometimes the 
pain is almost intolerable, par- 
ticularly in people who have been 
weakened’ by disease and’ in the 
elderly. Relief has sometimes 
been obtained by killing the 
inerve, by injecting alcohol, or by 
lcutting the nerve by an opera- 
tion. Of course, this does not get 
at the bottom of the trouble, but 
it may be needed to ease the 
terrible pain.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 


Virtually slamming the door on 
Proposals for a White House 
meeting with Eisenhower and 
MacArthur, Truman told his 
Thursday press conference he 
believes such a conference would 
Serve no useful purpose. 

The proposals had been made 
by members of Congress. Tru- 
man said that as a matter of 
courtesy he would be glad to see 
Eisenhower and MacArthur at 
any time if they have anything 
to discuss. But he made it clear 
the initiative would have to come 
from them. 


DUTY AS SOLDIER 

Truman also made it plain that 
although he considers it Mac- 
Arthur's duty as a soldier to 
come forward if he has any solu- 


tion for the war—and_ to present; 


it through military channels— 
Truman does not. plan to force 
the general's hand. 

In scornful tones, Truman said 
he doubts that MacArthur has 
anything to.offer beyond the pro- 
posals made last ‘year and re- 
jected by the joint chiefs of staff. 

And he accused MacArthur of 
giving him what he termed a 
lot of misinformation -about 
events in Korea when they met 
on Wake Islafid to discuss the 
Far East situation Oct. 14, 1950. 

As for Eisenhower's trip to the 
Korean war zone, Truman blunt 
ly, said Eisenhower's announce- 
ment during political campaign 
that he planned to go to Korea 
Was demagoguery. 

(Webster's dictionary defines 
a demagogue as “one skilled in 
arousing the prejudices and pas 
sions of the populace by rhetoric. 
sensational charges, specious ar 
guments, catch words, catolery 

in order to gain political 
influence or office.) 

Truman said that during the 
eampaign he himself had been 
urged to annourice that he would 
go to Korea and that the war 
would be over by Christmas, but 
he turned the proposal down 
‘SURE WAR OVER’ 

Specifically, Truman said Mac 
Arthur told him at their Wake 
Island meeing: 

1. The Chinese Communists 
would not enter the Korean war. 
as they did a few weeks later 

2. MacArthur was sure the war 
was over 

3. A division of U.S. troops 
could be spared from Korea for 
occupation duty in Germany by 
Jan. 1, 1951 

Truman fired MacArthur from 
his Far East command six months 
after this meeting.
